Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 65 
states the limitation "a contact tip structure on at least a side of said main body region 
that faces away from said substrate, said contact tip structure configured to contact and 
thereby make an electrical connection with another electronic component". This 
limitation, in conjunction with the other claimed features, was neither found to be 
disclosed in, nor suggested by, the prior art.
